{Text} The commission of inq..ry on the killing of President Ziaur Rahman at 
Chittagong Circuit House has issusd the following to the Press, says an official 
announcement. 


Under the terms of referenc’ of the Commission of Inquiry for the ourpose of 
holding an inquiry into the killing of President Ziaur Rahman es at present, 
the Commission will commence inquiry and hold the inquiry on tne following terms: 


(i) To ascertain the security and protective measures that were taken for the 
protection of the person of the President and to determine—(a) whethe: these 
measures and the degree and nature of vigilance exercised were adequate and 
consistent with the rules and instructions on the subject and requi ement of the 
situatio prevailing in the Circuit House at that time, and (b) whether there 
was any fuilure and, if so, to what extent, on the part of any person, department 
or agency responsible for the protection of the person of the President. 


(11) To ascertain why the body of the President was not secured from Chittagong 
Circuit House before it was taken away by the miscreants and whether there was 
any failure on the part of anyone in this regard. 


(iii) To enquire into the conduct of the officials of the civil administration, 
including the Police, following the killing of the President up to the capitula 
tion of the miscreants. 


(iv) To enquire into any other matter considered relevant. 
The Commission will hold sittings in Dacca at the New Gano Shaban (Residential 


Part), Shere-Bangla Nagar and at Chittagong at the Karnaphuly Paper Mill, Rest 
House, Kaptai. The Commission's office hours will be from 8.30 a.m. to 2 p.m. 


All officials of the Government Departments and Agencies having anything to do 
with the aforesaid matters are hereby advised to be in readiness for giving 
evidence before the Commission at short notice with all relevant laws, rules, 
instructions and other relevant materials. 














Beside the officials, the Commission may swamon and examine any other person con- 
sidered necessary for the enquiry. 


The Commission invites material informations on the subject from any person 


having possession thereof immediately at Commission's Office. Correspondence, 
if any, may be made with Mr. M. A. Salam, Secretary of the Commission.

GENERAL WASIUDDIN URGES PARLIAMENTARY GOVERNMENT 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 24 Jun 81 pp 1, 8 


[Text] Lt-Gen (Retired) Khwaja Wasiuddin in a statement to the Press on Tuesday 
called for a Constitution for the country that could provide for “unfettered fors 
vf parliamentary democracy" because in it lay the “true solution of our problem." 


Lt-Gen (Retd) Khwaja Wasiuddin in his statement said, “the grave situation facing 
the country is eatirely due to the fact that the prevalent system o. government 
is undemocratic exd the Cons*itution tailored to place all powers and authority 
to rule in one person.” He added that the Administration did not have any 
accountability to the people. 


Gen. (Retd) Wasiuddin said, "I have been sorely distressed to find widespread 
dissatisfaction prevailing in che country." 


Gen. (Retd) Wasiuddin pointed out that quite a few political leaders had tri-d to 
persuade him to join them and to give a lead. “I could not however, respond tec 
their call as I consider that if political leaders of established repute and 
eminence, with far more experience than I have not been able to succeed, how I 
with purely a service background could do so." 


He said, “From my past experiences of various forms of authoritarian rule, I 

have seen their destructive effects on the country. It was for that reason that 
in December 1974, when I was Ambassador to Kuwait, I wrote a personal letter in 
my own hand to Bangabandhu late Sheikh Mujibur Rahman expressing ay surprise and 
dismay that a person dedicated to a Parliamentary form of Government and having 
suffered long terms of imprisonment in the struggle to have it reestablished in 
Pakistan, had decided to go in for not just a Presidential form but a single party 
one at that. I had also warned him of the dangerous consequences of inducting 
Civil Service and particularly Officers of the Armed Forces into the Party. 


"I am firmly of the opinion that the true solution of our problems lies in 
adopting a constitution that provides for an unfettered form of Parliamentary 
Democracy. This only will give real power to the people, make the Parliament 
sovereign in every way and the Cabinet responsible to it. Above all, it will 
provide for accountability to the people, of every level of administration; will 
enable the people to change the Government through Constitutional process od 

















eliminate its overthrow through unconstitutional means. Therefore, the prime 
task facing the political leadership, who think likewise, as aleo a vast majority 
of responsible citizens, great many of whoa have come to me for a lead, is to 
unite together to find the way to bring this about. The salvation of the country 
and not party interest is the call of the hour. 


"I will take this opportunity to exercise my privilege as the most senior and 
experienced Officer of Bangladesh, to address the Officers and Jawans of the 
three Services. It distresses me to hear, whenever I talk to anyone, the 
possibility of Military take over of the Government brought up. It is apparent 
that thie matter weighs very heavily on the minds of everyone, for the evil 
consequences of such an action is undeniable. However, | am very happy to note 
that, what little I have seen of the Armed Forces, I find that there is 4 growing 
consciousness in the three Services that their prime task is to defend the country 
against external aggression and uphold the constitution in force. This has been 
amply proved to the great satisfaction of the Nation as a whole during the recent 
crisis faced by the country. | am sure that this trend will continue to grow. 
The Armed Forces personnel have the right to vote in a General Election, Presi- 
dential Election and Referendum. 


"It is through the ballot box that they should exercise their choice. May All. 
through His Grace and Mercy guide us to do what is right and just.”

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AWAMI LEAGUE SAYS BUDGET WILL AGGRAVATE CRISIS

[Text] The Presidium of Bangladesh Awami League has reviewed the National Budget 
for 1981-82 and said it would further aggravate the economic crisis created in 


the country by pursuing a wrong economic policy for the last five years, reports 
ENA 


The Presidium at a review meeting held in Dacca on Friday under the chairmanship 
of party President Sheikh Hasina observed the present Government would totally 
fail to check inflation and contain price hike of essentials due to this Budget. 


The meeting opined the Budget would make the rich richer and the poor poorer by 
further widening the economic disparity among different classes of people a 
party Press release issued on Sunday night said. 


The Presidium said the Budget has “nakedly manifested" the attitude of the Govern- 
ment to make the nation permanently dependent on foreign aids and grants. The 

‘pro imperialist policy of the Government was also clearly reflected in the Bud- 
get’ the Presidium said. 


Criticising the imposition of the new taxes the Presidium said with it the charac- 
ter of the Government and for whom the Budget is formlated has become clear to 
all. The new taxes on spare parts of the mille and factories would enhance the 
price of industrial products, it noted. 


The meeting further observed that there is no plan in the Budget for improving the 
lot of peasants who constitute 86 per cent of the total population. 


In the Budget agriculture sector has been given third place in order of the 
priority. 


The Presidium further criticised the Government for maintaining what it called 
“complete silence" about the lot of the landless fermers and reorganisation of 
land administration and land reforms. In this connection the Presidium observed 
that the number of landless farmers was rapidly increasing. 








On the contrary, the meetiag said the number of multi-millionaires is on increase 
giving rise to a capitalist society in the country. The per capita income now is 
also lower than in 1970-71 it observed, 


The Presidium reviewing the heads of revenue and expenditure “sources in the Bud- 
get" imposition of new taxes and overall structure of the Budget concluded that it 


would lay the foundation of a capitalist society depending on others with two 
classes, the exploiters and exploited.

Replying to a written question by Prof Mafizul Islam (BJL), the Finance Minister 
said that amount of loan to the nationalised industries by the commercial banks 
was Tk. 157.04 crore in 1972-73. 


Replying to a separate written question by Ukil Shahdat Hossain Choudhury (BNP), 
the Finance Minister said that a total of Tk. 98.45 crore was sanctioned for 
expansion and setting up of different industries till April this year by the 
Bangladesh Shipla Bank, Bangladesh Shilpa Rin tha and the Investment 
Corporation of Bangladesh. Of the amount Tk. 66.39 crore was in local currency 
and Tk. 32.06 was in foreign currency, he said.

Meanwhile Finance Minister Mr. Saifur Rahman told the Jatiye Sangead on Tuesday 
that the teams of inspection division, which was formed in January 1976 to 
enquire into the activities of different nationalised industries, had so far 
submitted 80 reports. 





Replying to a written question by Principal Nazrul Islam (Al-H), the Finance 
Minister said that over 1,000 recommendations were made in these reports for the 
development of the organisational and financial management of the nationalised 
industries, government o .ces and autonomous bodirs and corporations. 


Mr. Saifur Rahman said that among the important recommendations, 64 were made for

Prof Huq assured the members that according to international rules effective 
measures had been taken and interest of the country was being protected. 


The Poreign Minister said that after due enquiry, the Government had lodged « 
strong written protest with Soviet Union for import of unauthorised cargo and 
indecent conduct of embassy officials and demanded corrective seasures in this 


regard. 


He eaid that on June 6 the Soviet Eabassy in Decca in 4 nove to the Ministry of 
Poreign Affairs sought exemption certificate for certain construction materials 
to be imported into Bangladesh by Soviet airlines the Aeroflot. The Ministry 
asked the Soviet Embassy to furnish detaile of the cargo for issuance of the 
exemption certificate. The embassy informed the Ministry that weight of the 
cargo was ten tons and were in 140 cases. The airways bill also described the 
cargo as building materials. 


The Foreign Minister said subsequently the Soviet Fabassy sought landing permis- 
sion for a especial Aeroflot aircraft on June 16. They, however, refused to 


furnish packing list as asked by the Ministry. The Ministry gave landing per- 
mission on condition to examine the cargo before delivery. the Foreign Minister 
said.

Prof Huq said that on June 16 after Landing of the Aeroflot aircraft some Soviet 
Rabasey officials disregarding objection by custome officiale at the airport 
loaded the cargo in truck and tried to take these avay. But airport customs was 
able to detain the truck with loaded cargo. 


Violation of Law 


The Foreign Minister eaid that unauthorised import and efforte to take away the 
cargo wes violation of Bangladesh law and Vienna Convention. 


Prof Huq said that finally the Soviet Babassy agreed to allow examination of the 
cargo. On June 19 cases were opened and examined. 
many, the examination continued the next day. On 
the cargo some Soviet officials became furious and 
local officials. 


The examination revealed some sophisticated electronic gadgets which did not fall 
into the category of building materiale, Prof Huq said. 


In hie statement the Poreign Minister said that the Government was determined to 
preserve sovereignty of the country. Lauding the success of the country's foreign 


policy, he said, Bangladesh 4 consistently followed an independent foreign 
policy and earned the trust a. respect of international community. 


Earlier, before the start of discussions cn the adjournment motion Leader of the 
Opposition Mr Asaduzzaman Khan proposed that Foreign Minister should make a 
statement first to determine whether there was anything to be discussed at all. 
The proposal was met with Opposition from a large oumber of members and Speaker 
Mirza Golam Hafiz aleo rejected it.

Moving the motion Mr Mohammad Toaha alleged that the Soviet Embassy tried to 
import objectionable weapons. tHe also read out report published in « Bengali 
daily and said that as the report was not contradicted by the Government the 
event could be accepted as correct. 

Mr Toaha further alleged ..«: the Soviet Union was not friendly to present 


the 
Bangladesh Government and was trying to establish hegemony in south and south- 
east Asia keeping India in front. 


The Samyabedi Dal member said that patriotic people gust wnite to preserve the 
independence of the country. He also called for unity among smaller countries. 


Mr Abdul Latif Mirza of JSD wanted to know the actual fact from the Government 
and said that the matter could not be discussed on the basis of 4 newspaper 
report. He said that it happened due to submissive foreign policy of the Govern- 
ment. 














Mr Suranjit Sengupia of Jatiya Ekota Party aleo wanted to know the actual fact 
and criticised the Poreign Ministry for ite failure to iaform the people about 
the incident. He said that thougs the Soviet Union assisted us in our war of 


independence, if there was any illegal cargo, we must oppose. 


Mr Serajul Huq of LDL said that the Government was following a weak and sub- 
missive foreign policy. 


Mr Rashed Khan Menon of Ganotantric Andolan eaid that the Poreign and Home Minis- 
tries had failed to inform the people about the incident. He said that Bangla- 
desh might be a emall country but it would not tolerate activities against ites 


independence. 


Mr Abdus Sattar Khan Choudhury of Muslim League alleged that the equipment 
found among the cargo suggest that the Soviet Union wanted to set up spy centre 
in Bangladesh. He urged the Government to take firs stand on the issue. 


Mr Shahjahan Seraj of JSD said diplomatic norms must be followed. He criticised 
the Government for maintaining silence over the issue and said that foreign 
policy of the Government had failed. 


Political Leaders’ Statements

[Text] Leaders of more political parties and organisations in separate statements 
to the Press on Tuesday condemmed the import of sophisticated electronics equip- 
ment in the guise of construction materials by the Soviet Embassy in Dacca.

independence and sovereignty of Bangladesh, they urged the Government to keep 
close watch on the activities of the foreign diplomatic missions in Dacca. 


They also demanded publication of a white paper by the Government to inform the 
people in detail about the incident at Kurmitola international airport and the 


goods imported by the Soviet Eabassy. 


The Central Committee of Sramik Krishak Samajbadi Dal urged the Government to 
inform the people in detail about the goods seized by security and customs: of fi- 
cials at the Kurmitola airport. 


Terming such activity on the part of a foreign embassy in Dacca as dubious and 
violation of diplomatic privileges, the Central Committee of the party said, it 
amounted to hurting the independence and sovereignty of the people of Bangladesh. 
The Central Commit.iee urged the Government to keep close watch on the activities 
of foreign diplomatic missions in Bangladesh. 
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Major (Retd) M. A. Jalil and A. &. M. Abdur Rab, Presidenc and General Secretary 
of Jatiyu Samajtantrik Dal in a joint statement expressed their surprise that 
neither the Government of Bangladesh nor the Soviet Embassy in Dacca did give 
statement about the incident even after one week of the landing of the Aeroflot 
cargo aircraft at Kurmitola international airport. 


They urged the Government to immediately release a Press note giving correct 
picture about the incident in detail and also as to whether similar equipment 
were also in use in other embassies in Bangladesh. 


Soviet Embassy Prese Conference 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in Englis’ 24 Jun 41 pp 1, 8 


[Text) Mr. A. N. Pleshkov, chief of the Press Information Section of the USSR 
Embassy in Dacca, told a Press conference on Tuesday that “enemies of friendship 
berwee. Bangladesh and Soviet Union" had raised the questions of the import of 
Soviet electronic equipment only to “spoil the existing friendship between the 
two countries. 


He said, “all accusations against the Soviet Embassy do not correspond to the 
reality." 


The Press conference was convened by the Press Information Section to highlight 
“new vistas of Soviet-angladesh co-operation" at the Soviet Cultural Centre at 


Dhanmondi Residential Aren. 


Mr Filchenkov, Counsellor, Economic Affairs of the Soviet Embassy, outlined the 
co-operation between Bangladesh and Soviet Union in exploration of oil and gas 
and Ghorasal power plant. 


Both Mr Pleshkov and Mr Filchenkow evaded most of the questions put by the news- 
men on the seizure of sophisticated electronic equipments at the Dacca Inter- 
national Airport saying that “thie ie an entirely different matter and we have 
invited you to speak about the economic and technical co-operation between the 
two countries." The Economic Counsellor at one stage was found very @uch annoyed 
when journalists continued to concentrate on the equipment issue. 


When asked whether they considered the NSI official, assaulted by a Soviet Euabassy 
official at the Dacca airport as an enemy of the Bangladesh-Soviet friendship, 

Mr Pleshkov said, “those people raising questions about the import are not 
friendly to the Soviet Union.” 


Mr Pleshkov told a questioner that the materials imported by the Soviet Embassy 
were construction materials. He evaded a question whether a “frequency analyser, 
signal generator, electric filter” were construction materials, saying that he 
was not aware of it. 
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In reply to a question, Mr Pleshkov said that the electronic equipment issue 
would not affect the traditional friendship between Bangladesh and Soviet Union. 


The Economic Counsellor in reply to a question said that there were 75 Soviet 
epecialists working at various places of the country. 


Mr Filchenkov while outlining the cooperation between Bangladesh and Soviet Union 
in the field of ofl and gas exploration expressed his indignation for not men- 
tioning the Soviet participation in the news of gas discovery at Feni aad said, 
"you only mentioned that the exploration was done by a Soviet rig." 


He said that a Soviet firm "Technoexport" had submitted draft contract on supply 
of two modern drilling rigs “URALMASH" 3D-76 and other equipment and materiale 
to boost exploration activities for o11 and gas. 


He said that Soviet Union had extended a credit on easy terms to Bangladesh for 
setting up the third unit at the Ghorasal thermal power station. When the new 
unit with 210 megawatt capacity will be commissioned by the end of 1984, it will 
be a source of cheap power supply to the western zone. 


Mr Filchenkov said that a Soviet team of designers had arrived in Bangladesh to 
collect necessary data and approve designing assignment for the second stage of 
the plant.

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EXPERTS SAY P-16'S NO MAJOR THREAT TO INDIA 
New Delhi PATRIOT in Mnglish 29 Jun 61 p & 


[Text] The P-16 fighters Pakistan is acquiring from the United States would pose 
no major threat, since the Indian Air Porce air de‘ence system is not easily 
penetrable according to defence experts, reports UWI. 


The Pakistan Air Porce currently operates a aixture of 150 obsolescent Chinese 
built FP-6 fighter bombers with extremely limited endurance and weapons capabil- 
ities plus some 100 Mirage III and 5 aircraft. The P-l6ése are to replace the 
P-68 in the interception role and complement the Mirage IlIs for ground attack 
and strike purpose. 


Defence experts say that F-16 will bestow considerable potency to the Pakistan 
air force but its induction should be looked upon in relationship to the likely 
employment and countermeasures that already exist with the IAF or can be devised. 


Analysing the threat that P-16 -an pose to India and how the Pakistanis might 
deploy it, the defence experts say in the air superiority scenario, the FP-16 is 
matched by the MiG-21 (MF) and MiG-21 (BIS) that the Indian Air Force has in 
considerable quantity. In simulated air combat calculations, it has been 
determined that in at least 60 per cent of the close combat flight regimes the 
MiG-21's performance exceeds that of the F-16. 


It is in vertical acceleration, manoeuvrability and sustained rate of turn that 
the F-16 is superior but this advantage can be neutralised by professional deploy- 
ment and sound tactics of competent IAF pilots. 


The F-16's radar and contemporary air-to-air missile armament will have to be 
matched by the MiG-21's airborne interception search and track radar as vell as 
its new ‘Magic’ air-to-air missiles. 


But as is well known the radar of the MiG-21 is ite weakest component. Efforts 
to overcome this shortfall could be expected to give rapid payoffs. The factor 
of superior numbers would play a major part in conclusive combat, it being « lear 
that with even a ratio of 1.5 *o 1, the scales tilt towards the marginally lower 
performance but larger numbers of air combat fighters. As is well known the ratio 
of MiG-21's in the Indian inventory vis-a-vis any FP-16's that Pakistan may 
acquire is much more in India's favour. 
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Thus the FP-l6 ie countered by aot only a large fleet of all weether MiG-2ls, but 


the FP-16 at present has limited interception capabilities against low and fast 
flying aircraft penetrating hostile air espace at night or in bad weather condi- 


tions like the Jaguar the IAF has. 


The improved Jaguars being inducted into the LAF would be difficult to counter. 
While analysing the FP-16 threat, the acquisition of MiG-23 by India should also 


be considered as a factor. 


However, defence experts say it is hoped that the United States would only supply 
the F-lés to Pakistan and not the %15 (Eagles) or the Phantoms which would 
create very difficult situation. 


There are reports that the Pakistanis are pressing the United States to supply 
along with F-16, TV guided weapons and smart bombs which could be used with a 


telling effect in any engagement. But there are no firm reports about what kind 
of weaponry would be given to the Pakistan Air Porce along with the F-16.

{Text} Ahmedabad, June 24--The Gnief of Army Stafi Gen. Krishna Rao said here 
yesterday that the Indian Army was capable of withstanding even a joint attack 
by the two neighbours. 


In the event of such an attack, Pakistan would suffer a “worse beating" than 
it took in the past wars, while China would find things much tougher than it 
did in 1962, he said. 


Talking to newemen Gen. Rao said in reply to a question, "We must be prepared 
for such an eventuality in view of the ultimatum given by China to our country 
during the 1965 conflict with Pakistan." 


The Army Chief visited forward areas in Kutch district bordering Pakistan and 
held operational discussions with the local formation commanders. 


The Army Chief said that Pakistan had acquired so much sophisticated military 
hardware including aircraft from its “friends” that “it was in a position not 
only to defend itself, but also to mount an offensive." 


It had raised its forces from two divisions to three and its overall defence 
strength had gone up manifold than it was in 1971. 


Likewise, China had laid a pipeline up to Lhasa in Tibet and was now laying 
a railway line up to that point. 


All these preparations across the border necessitated matching preparations on 


the part of India, he said, adding that the Government was also making diplo-

Two resolutions of the central committee were released to the Press on Thursday.

Garhwal parliamentary constituency, the first resolution states that it exposes 
the naked rigging of the election by the Congress(I) when faced with the prospects 
of certain defeat.

Mre Taimur met her Cabinet colleagues and the legislature party this afternoon. 
It was not clear whether she would quit as the Assam Congress (I) Legislature

Mrs Taimur, who left New Delhi for Gauhati this morning, squarely blamed the 
Leftist parties, which withdrew support to her Government yesterday, for 
“inviting President's rule" in the State. 


In a statement before she flew to Gauhati, the Giief Minister said that since 
the installation of a Government headed by her on December 6, there had been 
marked improvement in the law and order situation. Normality had returned to 
all spheres of life. 


Mrs Taimur claimed that development work, which had been at a standstill for 
the last 18 months because of the agitation in the State, had resumed with full 


vigour. 


Among the major achievements of her Government, Mrs Taimur said, was ensuring the 
flow of crude oil from Assam to other parts of the country. 


Claiming that she still had a majority in the House, Mre Taigur said that horee- 
trading could have been started by various groups when the Assembly session 
began. This was “bad for the health of democracy". 


The Revolutionary Communist Party of India today said that the Congress (I) 
Government in Assam had “failed miserably" to arrest te deterioration in the 
economic situation. Rather, it had helped to aggravece the hardship of the 


people. 














The Party's State committee at ite meeting in Gauhati on June 24 said in a 
resolution that the RCPI had opposed the continuation of the “undemocratic rule 
of the Congress (1)" in the State. 


According to Our Special Representative in Shil » the withdrawal of support 

to Mre Tai@ur by the Leftiete was evident on the 27th, but there were hopes of the 
Leftiete moderating their stand and remaining neutral, as in March, when 

Mre Tai@ur survived 4 no-confidence motion. This time the respective central 
party executives took a tougher line in the ali-India context. The State Marxist 
executive was advised to take 4 eterner etand but was free to act as it thought 
fit.

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GANDHI MAY URGE MOSCOW TO ATTEND MEXICAN SUMMIT

{Text} New Delhi, June 25—-The Prime Minister, Mre. Indira Gandhi, is being pre- 
vailed upon by some leading foreign statesmen, including the Austrian Chancellor, 
Dr. Bruno Kreiegy, and the Mexican President, Mr. Lopez Portillo, to persuade the 
Soviet Union to participate in the forthcoming North-South summit conference. 


The Mexico summit, echeduled to be held on October 22 and 23 in the resort town 
of Cancun, is expected to be attended by 23 countries at the Heads of Government 
level representing both the developed and developing nations of the world to dis- 
cuss a new international economic order in pursuance of the recommendations made 
by the Brandt Commission. 


The Prime Minister has been in touch with the leaders 
who will be taking part in this conference to assess 
to the Soviet President, Mr. Leonid Brezhnev, on the She 

to urge him to reconsider his refusal if the majority of other countries are 
really keen on Soviet participation. 


Delicate probleme: But the attempts to give a truly global character to this 
summit is posing some delicate problems. It is being argued that a —— 
exercise of this nature cannot serve any positive purpose without a matching 
East-West dimension. It is considered quite imperative that the Soviet Union 
also should be brought in along with the United States to set the right polit- 
ical tone for this sumrit. 


The U.S. President, Mr. Ronald Reagan, has finally agreed to attend the Mexican 
summit after satisfying hiaself that the efforts to associate the commmnist 
world would not be confined to the Soviet Union. Though the U.S. wants the 
Soviet Union to bear ite share of responsibility in evolving a new world 
economic order, it is quite keen on Chinese presence at this summit to offset 
any undue influence that Moscow might gain through its participation. 


The U.S. has also made doubly certain that Cuba would be kept out of this 
conference, despite the fact that it is now the Chairman of the non-aligned 














movement. The Foreign Ministers of the 11 countries who have been entrusted with 
the preparatory work have not included Cuba in the list of invitees because they 
were no less keen on avoiding polemics at this conference. 


The Prim Minister has asked Mr. L. K. Jha, Graieman of the Economic Reform 
Comission, and her Principal Secretary, Mr. P. C. Alexander, to do the neces- 
sary spadework by remaining in close contact with other countries which are 
equally interested in the success of this conference. 


As a member of the Brandt Commission which submitted the monumental report, 
Mr. Jha ie well acquainted with the complexities of this effort, while 

Mr. Alexander is an expert on the problem of trade and tariffs and inter- 
national assistance. 


But the resistance to the evolution of a new world economic order is not confined 
to the affluent industrial societies of the West, since the communist countries 
are no lees insular in their attitude. 


OPEC fears: The OPEC countries, too, are equally suspicious of any international 
effort to lessen the crushing economic burdens of developing societies, since 
they are afraid that this would inevitably cut into their oil incomes. 


if a country like the U.S. is viewing the proposed North-South dialogue largely 
in East-West terms there are others in the West who feel quite strongly that the 
developing countries themselves should set their house in order by first 
initiating moves for a better East-East relationship before talking of a 
North-South equation. 


The Soviet bloc on the other hand, wants the present contradictions in inter- 
national economic relationship to sharpen more so that the discontent can deepen 
further to the point of paving the way for the collapse of the present capitalist 
system, before anything else can be done to salvage the world economy and usher 
in a new set of values. 


its participation in the Mexico summit, according to some western observers, will 
not in itself provide the missing East-West dimension to the proposed North-South 
dialogue, unless Moscow is prepared to cooperate with others in working out a 
non-political approach to international development assistance.

He stressed countries like Venezuela were making efforts to resolve the 
problems in the area in a democratic framework. 


Mr Rao, in turn, informed Dr Velasco about the recent initiatives taken by India 
to relax ten. ions in its neighbourhood, particularly the efforts to normalise 
relations with Pakistan and China. 


Dr Perez Guerrero briefed the Indian side about the discussions held in Rome, 
Vienna and Geneva in preparation for the global round of negotiations for the 
Mexico summit and other related matters. 


The two sides exchanged views on the attitude of advanced countries of North- 
South, issues on the global round of negotiations as well as the Mexico summit. 
They felt the outcome of the Ottawa summit should be carefully assessed. The two 
Foreign Ministers agreed that Venezuela and India should work in close coopera- 
tion through their contacts in Caracas, New York and Mexico. 


Mr Rao briefed Dr Velasco about the developments of the Iraq-Iran war front. 


The Venezuelan Foreign Minister was assisted by Dr Perez Guerrero, Venezuelan 
Ambassador in New Delhi Cardozo Faria and President of Venezuelan Institute of 
Foreign Trade Dr Algrett. The Indian team, besides Mr Rao, included Secretary 
(East) Eric Gonsalves, Joint Secretary (Policy Planning) Uday Soni, Joint Secre- 
tary (UN) K. K. Bhargava and Director of American Division Deb Mukherji. 


Coincidences 


He further highlighted the special role played by Venezuela in ECDC, referring to 
the programme of cooperation in the field of energy resources that Venezuela and 
Mexico jointly put into operation from this year for countries of Central America 
and the Caribbean. ‘This’, he said, ‘constitutes an example of how oil producing 
countries can collaborate with other developing countries’. 
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He expressed gratitude to Venezuela for ite decision to help India through the 
supply of crude. 


Replying to the toast Dr Velasco spoke of ‘fundamental coincidences’ between 
India and Venezueis not only as regards many aspects of international economic 
relations but also in connection with a wide range of world issues. 


There existed ‘many significant motives and proofs’ of joint efforts that drove 
the two countries towards close rapprochement. In the difficult and worrisome 
times of today, he said, postulates of peace such as Mahatma Gandhi should be 
an inexhaustible source of inspiration in the efforts necessary for promotion 
of peace and international security.

[Text] New Delhi, June 28--On the concluding day of his talks here today, the 
Chinese Foreign Minister, Mr Huang Hua, struck a hopeful note saying that a 
comprehensive solution to the border dispute between the two countries could be 
found in an atmosphere of sincerity and mutual confidence. Significantly, 

Mr Huang's optimism found an echo in the official Indian spokesman's description 
of the talks as "positive and forward-looking". 


China's readiness to take up the border dispute alongside the other normaliza- 
tion measures, considered by the Foreign Ministers during their wide-ranging 
discussions, marks a distinct advance from her previous position, which 
envisaged an unstated freeze on the border issue. To that extent the Delhi 
talks can be considered fruitful, though official sources still commend a wait- 
and-see approach. They believe the change to be only of marginal significance. 
However they assert the change does not mean that it is not a forward movement. 
They concede that a broad measure of understanding of each other's positions on 
the boundary and other issues has been achieved. 





Mrs Gandhi herself seemed to share some of Mr Huang's optimism, though only 
guardedly, when she said that the very fact that Mr Huang's visit had taken 
place was by itself "significant". She told reporters after Mr Huang’s 90- 
minute call on her that the boundary dispute would be discussed at the “appro- 
priate level". 


"We agreed that we should move towards better relations. We agreed there are 
differences ... We feel there should be a parallel movement forward ... we should 
try to resolve the differences ... at the same time we have to create an atmos- 
phere for better understanding, goodwill and friendship ... the important thing 
is that we are talking (on the boundary dispute)", the Prime Minister told the 
reporters. 


According to well-informed sources, the Indian side made it known to the Chinese 
Foreign Minister during the final round of talks that it meant to follow up the 
border discussion soon. In this connection Mr K. S. Bajpai, India's Ambassador 
to China, is expected to get in touch with the Chinese authorities soon after his 
return to Beijing. In all probability a delegation of officials will visit 
Beijing around late October to pursue the matter. 
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It was perhaps a measure of Mr Huang's desire not to embarass his hosts that 
he did not even once publicly rebuke the Soviet Union, which is normally a 


customary exercise for most Chinese leaders. 


In the course of official dis- 


cussions Mr Huang, of course, had many bitter things to tell about the Soviet 


Union and its “hegemonistic" character. 


But in his public utterances he avoided 


all such references. The only time he attacked the Soviet Union by name actually 
was at the Press conference--and chat too while replying to a question.

[Text] Indo-Bangladesh relations have been somewhat strained since the contro- 
versy over the ownership of the new island in the Bay of Bengal. Even the 
Bangladesh Foreign Minister, Mr Shamsul Haque, admitted recently that rela- 
tions had never been as bad in the past four years. 


Many predict that with the country's politics having tilted further to the right 
and the restraining influence of the late President Ziaur Rahman gone, anti- 
India elements will take advantage of the situation. 


India seems to be the obsession with the present rulers, especially in the civil 
administration. Because of their long association with Muslim League politics 
and their crusade for Pakistan even during the liberation war of 1971, many in 
the administration like the Prime Minister, Shah Azizur Rahman, and the Railway 
Minister, Mr Abdul Alim, have taken to airing their hatred of India. Their 
thought process has been so thoroughly conditioned against India after 24 years 
of Pakistani rule that a rational attitude is hard to find in Bangladesh. 


In March last year Bangladesh withdrew the extension initially granted for the 
Indian engineering fair in Dacca. Bangladesh also decided to keep in abeyance 
the railway transit facilities which it had agreed to provide for Indian goods 
bound for north-eastern States. 


Because of these developments, India refused to meet Bangladesh's requirements 
of an additional 100,000 tons of coal and 30,000 wooden sleeper berths for rail- 
ways. Both Governments play at this tit-for-tat game. 


Resolution of the New Moore Island and Farakka disputes now appear to be beyond 
the ambit of quiet diplomacy. Each side has taken such a rigid stand on the 
island issue that to give up any demand would mean a loss of face. The well 
orchestrated anti-India campaign launched by Dacca from May 16 and till Presi- 
dent Zia's murder, aroused communal passions reminiscent of the partition days. 


Ministers publicly called India a “perfidious neighbour" and the Right funda- 
mentalists demanded severing of ties with India and boycott of Indian goods. 
The Government seemed to project the issue as “Bangladesh's Kashmir” and the 











M.P.e of the ruling party in Parliament compared the Indian action in the Bay 
of Bengal to the “forcible annexation of princely States of Hyderabad and 


Junagadh". 


Dacca's ambivalence towards the dispute was evident from the white paper released 
by the Bangladesh Poreion Office in the last week of May, in which it was 
admitted that until Decesber WO, 1978, when the Bangladesh Navy first sighted 
the island, Dacca wae not aware of ite existence. India's ownership of the 
island had never been seriously questioned by Bangladesh, whose Foreign Minister 
in July last year had admitted in Parliament that the Indian flag had been 
hoisted on the island “some time ago” and that “some vested political interests” 
were trying to rouse paseion over it. President Zia too mishandled the issue 
even after the landing of Indian forces on the island had becom a fait accompli. 
He withheld the news of “Indian invasion” of the island from hie countrymen for 
about 4 week. 


Ine. e'@ Weakness lies in the verbal commitment for 4 joint survey made by the 
former Prime Minister, Mr Morarji Desai, during his visit to Bangladesh in 
April 1979. There is nothing on record to show that he had agreed in principle 
on a joi, irvey. 


But even those Bangladeshis who are well disposed towards India suggest that 
Delhi should agree to a joint survey, since this would positively help in 
resolving the dispute. “After all, what does India lose in agreeing to a joint 
survey if her case is so sound. Her unilateral survey only gives credence to 
the wild stories put into circulation by India-baiters”, a senior leader of 
Dacca University said. 


What has hurt the rational section and the intelligentsia most is the “show of 
strength” by India. According to them, despatching of frigates and destroyers 
to browbeat a emall and weak neighbour was 4 pointless exercise. Moreover, the 
indian action came at a most inopportune moment and helped the communal and 
islamic fundamentalist elements in Bangladesh. 


for Bangladesh to resile from its stand on 4 joint survey and withdrawal of 
indian forces is difficult since it has already made them pre-conditions for 
talks with India. The Parakka dispute also defies a solution. 


The growing anti-India sentiment is also the -esult of the Centre's policies. 
Discerning people in Dacca feel that India's “sngladesh policy was formulated 
by aon who had little knowledge and understar. 1g of the aspirations of Bangalis 
and their politics. Moreover, India’s coccesion with Pakistan and Ghina left no 
place for Bangladesh in her foreign policy. 


Senior Bangladesh officials gave numerous instances of what Delhi apparently 
thought of Bangladesh. “One of your senior foreign service officers in charge 
of Bangladesh had once indicated that we were again becoming Pakistan and we 
should be treated accordingly. I had told him that this was a wrong assessment 
and one that would please the Jaamat and the Pakistanis. But he stuck to what 
he said”, a senior Bangladesh official said. 
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"When a country like ladia, whieh cannot fund any of our costly development pro- 
jects and consequently has little leverage and influence, decides to be slipshod 
and shabby with Bangladesh, you cannot expect us to be your friends", complained 
another senior Bangladesh official. 


Indian High Commission sources in Dacca confirmed that India was trying to back 
out of a $110-million eponge iron project after agreeing to provide equipment 
and technical knowhow worth $60 million. Thies was to be India's first tech- 
nology project in Bangladesh which economically and politically was important 
for india. “After having agreed in principle to assist the project, we are 
trying to back out because some junior bureaucrats have raised objections about 
Indian involvement in it. Who really decides the policy in Delhi I do not know. 
But if we do back owt it will be a further setback to our image", a High Commis- 
sion source said. 


Another example of India's shabby treatment is that though Delhi agreed to pro- 
vide to Bangladesh technical assistance worth Re 1 crore for the current year, 
not a paisa has so far been spent though nearly six months have passed.

TIBETAN COMMUNISTS, OTHERS PROTEST PRC POLICY

|\Text] The Tibetan Communist Party, founded in exile in India, has welcomed 
Chinese Poreign Minister Huang Hua on his first official visit to India but has 
lodged strong protest against Peking's “colonial and imperialistic policy of 
divide and rule currently being practised in Tibet under the guise of socialist 
democracy". 


In an open letter to Mr Huang Hua on the eve of his five-day visit Tibetan 
Communist Party chairman K. Dhondup declared on Thursday: “The People's 
Republic of Ghina, founded on the lofty ideals of Marxism-Leninism, today stands 
condemned in the eyes of true Marxists throughout the world for invading and 
occupying Tibet, betraying the Tibetan revolution and faithlessly supporting 

the Tibetan right to self-determination". 


In the light of Marxist-Leninist principles, the TCP, he said: “demands the 
right to self-determination for the Tibetans and the political freedom for Tibet 
to secede from China's clutches". 


The TCP, he emphasised, wanted that “His Holiness the Dalai Lama and his exile 
Government in Dharamsala should be invited as an independent party" to the border 
negotiations between India and China because the so-called borders between India 
and China are in reality Tibetan areas. He warned that any ‘give and take’ of 
Tibetan areas by the PRC with other Government will only sow seeds of future 
discord and dissension. 


Mr Dhondup clarified that the Tibetan struggle “is not anti-communist, anti- 
revolution or even anti-Chinese” but “anti-foreign domination, anti-imperialist 
and anti-colonialist and no oppressed Tibetan will ever give up the struggle 
unless and until the Chinese cease oppressing and colonising Tibet." 


in a separate letter to Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, President of Buddha 
Dharmankur Sabha Venerable Pragyananda appealed to her to impress upon the 
visiting Chinese Foreign Minister “to respect the wishes of Tibetans to decide 
their future and to restore human rights which the Chinese have denied to the 
Tibetans." 
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Indian Students’ Congress President Jayamaia on Thureday expressed solidarity 
with the ‘struggling people of Tibet for their total independence’ and called 
upon Mre Gandhi and Mr Huang Hua to “discuss and devise means to give Tibet its 
independence in keeping with the spirit of the UN Charter and international 
law". 


In a letter to Mre Gandhi on Thursday, Delhi University Students’ Union Secretary 
Sushil Kumar said: "at present the main objective in Chinese foreign policy is 
to make use of the broadest anti-Soviet Union wiited front. If India makes a 
conciliatory gesture on the border issue towards the Chinese, we will be playing 
into their hands. It will be condemned as one of appeasement by the people of 
India".

[Text] Bombay, June 25--The police were keeping a strict vigil on the predomi- 
nantly labour areas of central and north-eastern Bombay today because of the 
tension created in these areas following the arrest of the trade union leader, 
Dr. Datta Samant. 


About 20 policemen were reported to have sustained injuries in some violent 
incidents near a few mills. According to the police, a number of Dr. Samant's 
supporters had defied prohibitory orders and had attacked them. 


Dr. Samant, who controls a large number of industrial workers in the Bombay-Pune- 
Nasik industrial belt, was arrested at Shivaji Park yesterday under the National 
Security Act and was shifted to Akola jail. He had proposed to address a rally 
at the park to protest against the lock-outs in several companies. 


Labour leaders in the city have reacted sharply to the arrest of Dr. Samant. 
The joint action committee of various trade unions today threatened to retaliate 
if Dr. Samant and his associates were not freed immediately. 


Mr. Sommath Dube, leader of the Hind Mazdoor Sabha and the convener of the 
acti committee, said that the trade union movement was "seriously concerned 
over the government's anti-labour policies". Among the other prominent trade 
unionists who were present at the committee meeting were Mr. P. K. Kurane 
(CITU), Mr. C. V. Ghitmis (AITUC), Mr. Namdev Ghadge (HMS) and Mrs. Pushpa 
Mehta (UTUC). 


Condemning the ban on yesterday's labour rally, Mr. Uttamrao Patil, president 
of the Bharatiya Janata Party's Maharashtra unit, said that the fundamental 
rights of the working class had been trampled upon. He said that the govern- 
ment's step should be condemed by every democrat. 


Mr. Madhu Deolekar, MLC and the general secretary of the BJP's Bombay unit, 
called upon the workers to thwart the “dictatorial designs" of the government. 
He said that the trade union rights of the workers were being systematically 
curtailed. 














Mrs. Pushpa Mehta, president of the United Trade Union Congress, said in a 
statement that the arrest of Dr. Samant and other labour leaders was an attempt 
to "strangulate" the working class. 





Among the other organisations that condemmed the arrest of Dr. Samant were the 
Marathwada University renaming action committee and the General Insurance 
Employees’ All-India Association.

[Text] Bombay, June 28--Chief Minister A. R. Antulay here today stoutly defended 
the use of police force to curb Dr Datta Samant-led trade union movement in the 
State. 


The Chief Minister was briefing newsmen at the Mantralaya regarding several 
Cabinet decisions taken during the week. 


Mr Antulay said labour leaders representing the INTUC and those from the CPI, 
CPM, HMS and others had been in the past asking him whether the monster of the 
Datte Samant-Led trade union, which was indulging in violence and blackmail, 
shoule be allowed to hold the labour movement to ransom. However, the same 
leaders were now blaming him for foiling Dr Samant's game of rousing the labour 
ro vi ce, he said. 


Mr Antusay said Dr Samant did not belong to any political party and hence was not 
bound by any responsibility or discipline. 


Mr Antulay said he would be meeting the trade union leaders of various shades in a 
couple of days to ask . em .f an individualist terrorist leader like Dr Samant 
should be allowed to take to goondaisna. 


He asserted that the Government would not hesitate to curb violence in any field 
of activity as it went against democratic norms. ‘Numbers do not matter. The 
greater the number taking to violence the greater the danger to democracy’, he 
said. 


Replying to a question, the Chief Minister said while the trade wiionists had not. 
demanded the use of the National Security Act against Dr Samant, they had not said 
anything about not using it. 


“Besides, Dr Samant was not arrested as a trade mionist but ase one who resorted 
to terror tactics and goondaism", Mr Antulay said. 


About the allegation that the police used force and the Bombay Police Act to ban 


and scuttle the rally at Shivaji Park on Wednesday last, Mr Antulay said they took 
a decision they deemed fit and the Government fully supported the action. 
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The police had felt that the meeting should be banned because it was organised to 
arouse the passions of labour and would have caused a law and order problem, he 
said. 


Cabinet Reshuf fle 


About a reshuffle, Mr Antulay said he was committed to reorganising his Ministry 
before 17 August. 


Asked whether he had discussed the issue with Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, 
Mr Antulay said since his assumption of office as Chief Minister he had held 
discussions only on three occasions. 


The first was that when he had formed his inistry. The second when he had 
expanded his Ministry and the third when he had met Mrs Gandhi after his return 
from abroad. On the last occasion, he said, he had held ‘indicative discussions’ 
with Mrs Gandhi and promised to submit a detailed list later. 


Mr Antulay said according to the tradition he would not discuss the issue with 
anybody else except the Prime Minister and the Congress Parliamentary Board. 


Asked whether he had talked with Mr Rajiv Gandhi on the subject, Mr Antulay said 
Mr Gandhi did not encourage any debate either in favour or against expansion or 
reshuffle. The question, therefore, did not arise. 


"I have publicly acknowledged Rajiv as my leader. It will be a great privilege 
and honour if he discusses the matter", Mr Antulay added.

[Text] New Delhi, June 25=-The new commercial and economic cooperation agreement 
between the European Economic Community and India signed thie week at Luxembourg, 
provides a promise by the community to take a1] possible measures to intensify 
ite support for India's development programmes. 


This will be done through direct concess, o*\ transfers as well as through 
inatitutional and other sources of finances in accordance with the rules and 


policies of such institutions. 


The agreement was signed by Mr Khurshed Alam Khan, Minister of State for Com 
merce, on behalf of India and by Mr Wilhelm Haferkamp, vice-president in charge 
of external relations, on behalf of the community and commission. 


The new agreement is a considerable advance on the 1973 one which limited India- 
EEC cooperation generally to trade matters. The new provisions of significance 
enumerated in the agreement include acceptance by the parties of the need to 
promote new relations, based on comparative advantage and mutual benefit in the 
industrial field. 


Some of the other agreed provisions are: consultation and cooperation on 
iaternational commercial and economic problems, jointly identifying possibilities 
for increased production and improved marketing prospects, promotion of indus- 
trial cooperation and transfer of technology through concerted measures, promo- 
tion of increased and mutually beneficial invest@ent and encouraging techno- 
logical and scientific cooperation. This includes joint programmes of research 
and deve lopment in various fields including energy sources, energy conservation, 
energy related technology, protection and improvement of the environment. 


The machinery for ensuring the proper functioning of the agreement will be a 
joint commission formed by representatives of the two parties. It will meet at 
least once a year in Brussels and New Delhi. 


In the annexures of the agreement, the community has expressed its readiness to 
improve the generalized system of preferences to take into account the interest 
of India and also to examine the possibilities of further tariff adjustments to 
promote development of trade between India and the community.

[Text] Srinagar, June 28--The supply position of high speed diesel (HSD) oil and 
kerosene all over the country during the last three months had been satisfactory, 
said Mr. P. C. Sethi, Union Petroleum and Chemicals Minister, here on Saturday. 


Mr. Sethi told presemen here that during April last HSD and kerosene allocations 
were fixed at five per cent over the actus! sales in the corresponding sonth of 
the previous year. The States and Union Territories had been asked to make 
diesel an item of free supply. 


The country would not have to face oil shortage as the Government had succeeded 
in arranging import of crude oil to met the country's total requirements. 


In 1981-82 the total requirements of crude oil was estimated at 31 million 
tonnes. The indigenous production was 16.9 million tonnes only. 


The Governsent had arranged for import of 16 millica tonnes of crude oil and 
5.77 million tonnes of finished petroleum products at a foreign exchange outgo 
of Re. 5,500 crores. 


The Government had decided to renew its contract with the Compagine Francaise 
Petroles (CFP) for four years to develop Bombay High further. 


The present contract with CFP expired in April. 


Mr. Sethi made it clear that there would be no sharing of oil with CFP or any 
other foreign form while entering into collaboration agreement. But we might 
pay the cost of their share of oil. 


Crude output to go up: When the phase-IV of Bombay High by the O11 and Natural 
Gas Commission (ONGC) was completed at a cost of Rs. 365 crores with CFP 
collaboration the production of crude oil would be enhanced to 12 sillion tonnes 
a year by the middle of 1982.

The Union Minister said to meet the growing requirements of ‘ertilizers it was 
proposed to set up eight nitrogenous plants and 11 phosphatic fertilizer plants 
during the Sixth Plan. 


No shortage of feedstock: Mr. Sethi expressed his satisfaction that shortages 
of feedstock and coal which had plagued the fertilizer industry in 1980-81 had 
disappeared. 


The production of fertilizers during the current year would be 3 -larh tonnes 
nitrogen--10.04-lakh tonnes more than the last year. Production of P-205 was 
expected to be 9.25-lakh tonnes as against %.4-lakh tonnes last year. 


Mr. Sethi said production of bulk drugs in the country rose from Rs. 90 crores 
in 1974-75 to Re. 226 crores in 1979-80. During 1980-81 it was estimated to 
increase to Rs. 240 crores. 


The production of drug formulations rose from Rs. 400 crores in 1974-75 to 
Rs. 1,150 crores in 19/9-80 and it was expected to increase to Rs. 1,200 crores 
during 1980-01. He, however, admitted that foreign companies were sanufactur- 
ing bulk of these drugs.

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CORRESPONDENT REVIEWS CABLE INDUSTRY PROBLEMS 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 26 Jun 81 p 13 


[Text] The cable industry is passing through « period of boom made possible by 
large allocations made in the latest five-vear plan for power generation, trane- 
mission and distribution but the boom has not helped the industry benefit euch 
because of acute shortage and high prices of raw materials and load restrictions. 


The industry has made a valuab'e contribution in imaport subscitution in the vital 
field of power distribution without any significant fiscal concessions or research 
backing by public research institutions. Tae present plans for expansion of 

power generation and tranemission industry could have helped the industry, par- 
ticularly, the many emall unite which have contributed to self-sufficiency in 

this area in a big way, but for the many problems they have had to face. 


All the three major raw mate. .ale--aluminium, copper and polyvinyl chloride—-th 
cable industry uses are in short supply. Domestic production of copper, which 
has been very low for long, has declined considerably in recent years due to 
power shortage and other production bottlenecks. Isported copper which has all 
along been the main source of supply, is costiy due to hign world market prices. 
Aluminium production has also declined in recent years and from a position of 
net exporter India has today become a net importer of the metal. Supplies of 
PVC used for insulation in the cable industry have also been erratic due to 
high incidence of excise duty on naphtha, tue basic raw material for PVC. 


Because of acute shortage, very often these saterials are not available in open 
market and the cable manufacturers have to resort to purchases in black mrket 
to keep their units running. Premium in black market is high, which jacks up 
the cost of manufacture. This hurts the interests of swall manufacturers who 
find it difficult to stand in competition with large unite. 


The present arrangement for listribrtion of aluminium required for cable manu- 
facturing is stifling growth of the industry because it has disabled thes 
utilising full installed capacity or expanding ex.sting capacity to maintain 
normal growth. Electrical cables grade aluminium is presently distributed on 
the best production of previous three years, which is usually not sufficient for 
running unite at optimum production level. However, even the level of suppiies 
has not been met during the last some years. The price of EC grade aluminius 
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is aleo high due minly to high (42 per cent) excise duty, which totale ever sore 
with every price increase granted by the Government to primary producers. 


Ae for copper what hurte the omeall unite most is the high price they have to pry 
to MITC for it. The difference between import price and the price at which Mrmc 
sells copper to cable eanufacturers. MTC has, of course, to charge shipment, 
traneportation and handling charges but the industry feele that there is a case 
for lowering price of imported copper. 


Another factor which has adversely affected the cable industry is the contiquing 
acute shortage of power, forcing load restrictions and load shedding. The effect 
of power shortage is felt largely by 411 cable mite all over the country but it 
affects the industry at large @oet severely in and around Delhi, where it is con- 
centrated in a great measure. It is ironical that the industry which feeds power 
sector with basic distribution material has iteelf to suffer from power shortage. 


Production losses have been heavy in cable industry in 1979-80 due to power 
shortage and unless power supply position improves generally, eany omall uite 
can go sick. 


Ther. is need for urgent action by the Government to solve the gore acute prob- 
lews of the industry, particularly iu regard to ensuring adequate supply of raw 
material like copper, aluminium and PVC. The increased costs of the industry 
due to black market premiums getting introduced into its price structure hurts 
the power sector at large in the long rum. Supply of raw materiale in adequate 
quantities and rationalisation of excise duties on these raw materials can go a 
long way in solving the problem: of the industry and helping its healthy growth 
together with the expansion of the power sector over the next decade.

According to shippers, the port authorities had succeeded in streamlining the 
operational area, but labour had been causing them a headache.

KERALA CPI ASKS DELHI TO KEEP RICE COMMITMENTS

[Text] Trivandrum, June 28--The CPI has urged the Central Government to honour 
its rice supply commitments to the State “so that no dislocation is created in 
the smooth functioning of the statut ry rationing and public distribution 
system".

The shortfall in rice supply has created dislocation in the ration distribution. 
It has encouraged open market price to shoot up. 


The CPI leader wanted stringent measures to be taken against the manipulations 
resorted by the dealers and traders in the open market.

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NEAR RECORD POTATO CROP PREDICTED FOR 1980-81 


Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 27 Jun 81 p 13 


[Text] New Delhi, June 26--Potato production in 1980-81 is estimated at over 10 
million tonnes, close to the previous peak ou_put of around 10.1 million tonnes 
in 1978-79. This is about 1.7 million tonnes more than the 1979-80 harvest of 
nearly 8.3 million tonnes. 


The near-record production is attributed mainly to favourable weather conditions 
in the major potato-producing areas in the country, though there has also been 
some increase in the area under the crop compaxed to the previous year. Accord- 
ing to preliminary estimates, potato was grown on some eight lakh hectares 
during the year. 


The long-term production trend indicates that potato output in the country has 
been increasing rapidly since 1974-75. During that year, potato production rose 
by 28 per cent over the previous year's level, to touch the 6.2 million-tonne 
mark. The highest level, of 10.1 million tonnes, was recorded in 1978-79, 
creating a glut in the market and a consequential fall in prices. This led to 
a substantial fall in production in 1979-80. 


According to experts, the uptrend in potato output during the second half of 

the 197)s was due, partly, to the coverage of more land under the crop, and 
partly to an increase in productivity owing to the introduction of high-yielding 
varieties and improved technology. The average yield of potato in the country 
rose from 99.8 quintals a hectare in 1970-71 to over 128 quintals a hectare in 
1978-79. 


Uttar Pradesh has emerged as the largest potato-producing state in the country, 
contributing over 40 per cent of the total output. West Bengal comes next, with 
a share of searly 25 per cent, followed by Bihar (11 per cent) and Punjab (seven 
per cent). 


Great Wastage 


Farrukhabad is the most intensive potato-growing district in Uttar Pradesh. 
Hooghly and Burdwan districts of West Bengal account for over half of the state': 
total production. In Punjab, the area under potato is concentrated chiefly in 








Jullundur and Hoshiarpur districts, which, together, accounted for nearly 70 
per cent of the poteto output of the state in 1978-79, 


It is estimated that nearly 25 per cent of the total produce goes to waste in 
different stages of handling and marketing because of outmoded post-harvest 
technology and the perishable nature of the commodity. Setween 18 and 20 per 
cent of the produce is retained by the growers for domestic consumption and 
seed purposes. Only half of the total production forms the marketable surplus. 


The rapid increase in potato production has been posing some serious marketing 
problems. The growers’ prices at times crashed to such low levels that even 
the digging and transportation costs could not be met from the sales proceeds. 
The prices paid by the consumers, however, tend to remain quite high. A study 
of the price spread has shown that a kg of potato bought from the grower for 
about 50 paise adds nearly double the procurement cost during its journey to 
the consumer. 


This is due largely co the fact that the bulk of the potato trade is on the 
private count.

As for the items which you mentioned we will get right to them: 


Ll. There are 3,000,000 (3 million) Lao according to the old statistics. There 
are three main nationalities: the Leo Loum, the Lao Soung, and the Lao Theung. 
There are 68 national minorities living together in the same land. 


l. The Lao Loum, who are of Thai-Lao ancestry, consist of many northern Thai-Lao 
tribes: the Black Thai, the Red Thai, the White T.ai, the Phu Thai, the Phuan, 
the Thai Yuan, the Lue and others. The Lao Loum are the largest group with more 
than 2,000,000 people. 


2. The Lao Soung, who are of Chinese ancestry, consist of many tribes: the Meo, 
the Striped Meo, the White Meo, the Black Meo, the Yao, the So Lo, the Ho, the 

Rou Ni, the Muser, the Phou Noi, the Kui, the Ko, the Len Ten and others (of these 
the Meo account for more than 100,000 people). These tribes are the most numerous.

In a written statement explaining why he joined this political party, Mr 
Yeap said: "I have today decided to accept the leadership of Dr Lim Keng Yaik, 
president of the Gerakan." 


He continued: "The Gerakan, which is a plural political party, is growing stronger 
by the day. I believe the day will come when the Gerakan will replace political 
parties which are based purely on nationality. It is generally accepted that 
Malaysia is a nation based on plural nationalities. Therefore, the plural Geraken 
is an appropriate party for all people to join." 


Talking about MCA's image projected to the public, Mr Yeap said that the eyes of 
the people are bright as snow, particularly the Chinese who have a high level of 
political understanding and who can make an appraisal themselves. 


He added that in order to consolidate their own position, the current leadership 
of MCA has arbitrarily expelled 61 loyal party members. This undemocratic, dicta- 
torial way of doing things is a deplorable smudge on the Chinese people left in the 
political arena, he said, and urged all MCA members with a sense of righteousness 
to join the Gerakan without delay, or else they would suffer the same fate of ex- 
pulsion. 


Also in Perak State, the desertion of Datuk Michael Chen Wing Sum, former MCA dep- 
uty president, and his supporters to the Gerakan, has caused a stir among various 
political observers who are now watching the movement of other MCA members. 


According to a reliable source, three former officers of MCA who were recently 
expelled, namely Lim Cheng Hua, Tan Eng Bin and Tan Kong Eng, will announce their 
decision to join the Gerakan when the time is ripe. 


Furthermore, young supporters of Datuk Michael Chen, including Chee Eng Kuei, chair- 
man of Perak Branch Youth League, Tay Hao Chuan, deputy chairman, and Lee Soon Bin, 
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deputy secretary, are being watched in their action. Whether they will follow 
Datuk Michael Chen and join the Gerakan will be known to the public soon, 


At the same tine, it appears that the current deputy president of MCA, Datuk Ho 
Boon Han, may also join the Gerakan to show his solidarity with Datuk Michael Chen.

It claims to fight 
for Chinese interests and Chinese education, yet it sent Batu, Kabasing, V David 
and their ilk to Chinese electoral districts to campaign for election and cheat the 
Chinese voters. 


"What good has the DAP done for the Chinese during the past 15 years? During this 
period innumerable ethnic Chinese citizens cast their votes supporting the DAP. 
After victory in the 1978 general election, didn’t Lim Kit Siang boast that no less 
than 700,000 urban citizens supported hie party? Although it enjoyed such a huge 
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political backing, what has the DAP contributed to them in the fields of political 
matters, economy, educational and cultural affaire?

You may criticize Michael Chen Wing Sum, Lim Keng Yaik, Lim Kit Siang and other 
Chinese leaders who play politics, but what's the use? What can you do if they 
continue doing what they have been doing? 


if we soberly think the matter over, we are bound to be puzzled by the current sit- 
uation. Why has the Chinese political arena become what it is today? What are 
the main causes’ 


is it because of selfishness’? A desire to become a igh official and get rich 
quickly? These may be some undeniable factors, but not the roots. 


So, is it for the sake of Chinese solidarity? There is nothing wrong if 411 Chinese 
join the MCA, for this will promote Chinese solidarity. But what kind of solidarity 
is it if our left hand welcomes some state assemblymen to the party and our right 
hand sinisterly expele 61 party members in one stroke? 














| personally believe that the most (undamental cause of thie chaos in our so ciety 
is because we are too weak in our epirit and feeling of nationaliem. We prectic- 
ally have none. 


Although there are many factore in the solidarity of the Malays, the most important 
of them all ie they have 4 great nationalist spirit. 


The 5 million Chinese, particularly those Chinese leaders in the political, social, 
cultural and educational, and religious fields, hardly start out from the major 
premise of nationalism in solving probleme or Launching action. 


Lee San Choon and other MCA leaders are Chinese who, relatively speaking, can play 
up nationalian. Unfortunately, their nationalist epirit ie etill tainted with 
personal motives and ambitions. When he expelled those party members, the latter 
remained Chinese, tor they would not lose their Chinese nationality to become 
Malays or Indians. 


There is essentially nothing wrong with Lim Keng Yaik and Lim Kit Siang who clamor 
for Malaysian solidarity, but this theory is supported by only a few people, not 
even by the leaders of the United Malays National Organization (UMNO) or the Malay- 
sian Indian Congress (MIC 


During the past 20 to 30 years, the idea of “Malaysian solidarity” is just plain 
talk. Leaders of the UMNO firmly hoid the »solitical outlook of the Malays, which 
represents ite most positive national politics. They don't want to talk about 
Malaysian solidarity. 


When a UMNO leader makes a public statement in his capacity of a goverment offic- 
ial, he talks about solidarity among 411 nationalicies. However, in a UMNO meeting 
or gathering, its leaders invariably encourage the Malays to uphold the nationalist 
spirit and to strengthen national unity. 


Ethnic Chinese have the weakest national feeling. In resolving political, economic 
or cuitural and educational matters, they rarely think collectively in terms of 
nationalien. 


if euch leaders as Lee San Choon, Michael Chen, Lim Kit Siang, Lim Keng Yaik, Lim 
Chong Bu, Lim Kong Sing, Sim Bock Bu and Lok Ting Yu can set aside their political 
differences and jointly discuss issues in a Chinese national spirit in the interests 
of the Chinese as a who'e and not of the MCA, the DAP or the Gerakan, then all prob- 
leme can be solved in the long run. We must relegate all personal or ulterior 
motives and work toward complete unity among Chinese nationals. 


However, what situation are we in now? Lee San Choon looks upon MCA's reputation 
too seriously; Lim Kit Siang looks upon that of the DAP too seriously; and the same 
thing with Lim Keng Yaik of the Gerakan and Lim Kong Sing of the Federation of 
Trustees and Teachers.

In culture and education, we must propagate national 
culture and education, ven in religion, we must inet'll national spirit inte it, 
We must develop our national epirit in our associations, clubs, aluani gatherings, 
chambers of commerce, etc. 


National politics, national economy and national culture and education on the one 
hand and racial chauviniem on the other are two different things. The political, 
economic, cultural and educational struggles carri@d by the UMNO have a 100 percent 
national (Malay) quality, and we do wot regard them as “racialized."” 


it is clear that if Lim Kit Siang were a nationaliet and not a democratic socialist, 
the spearhead of DAP's struggle today would be directed against the UMNO, and not 
agaiast the MCA or the Gerakan. 


by the sam token, if Lee San Choon, Michael Chen and Lim Keng Yaik were national- 
ists, would they be criticizing and bickering with one another? (ven if they do, 
their animosity should not be so violent and should be resolved through autual 
earnest efforts). 


On the othe: hand, if our national epirit remains weak as it is today, then the 
Chinese common people show no interest in improving the situation beyond gossip and 
ertticiem of the MCA in coffee shops. Each Chinese must fulfill his responsibility 
in order to improve our lot. 


if you are Chinese, you cannot say: "Well, we Chinese are always like this.” You 
must not adopt such a cynical attitude. For, as Chinese, you have a responsibility. 
You have no right to become an onlooker. 


The fate of the 5 million Chinese is the same. Under the rapid development of 
UMNO's national politics, economy, culture and education, those Chinese politicians 
who have been advocating Malaysianiem will find themselves in due course in a dis- 
mal predicament. 


And those Chinese politicians who are in fact bogus nationalists will not be able to 
utand the test of fire. When the 5 gillion compatriots wake up, the national polit- 
ical force generated by them will wipe our all wonsters and deamons that stand in 
their paths. 


The present big tangled warfare in the Chinese political arena is a bad thing, of 
course. But bad can be turned into good. The Chinese compatriots living in such 
chaotic circumstances unavoidably must think and ask the question: Why?’ 


It is not an important question. This big tangled warfare has made the Chinese 
compatriots think hard, and when they discover that all this is because of our weak 
nationalist spirit, their national sentiments will be aroused. Like the UMNO, we 
will develop a strong national political force, and the goal of Chinese solidarity 
will indeed be reached.

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CHINESE CIVIC LEADER FAVORS DISBANDING MULTIRACIAL PARTIES

[Text] Datuk Lee Kim Sye, national chairman of the MCA [Malaysian Chinese Associa- 
tion] Youth League, pointed out today that the Chinese people are craving political 
solidarity among themselves. He added that thanks to this political development 

and in order to realize this ideal, mu'tiracial parties clamoring for "Malaysia 

for Malaysians,” such as the Gerakan [Malaysian People's Movement] and the DAP 
[Demecratic Action Party] should disband and abandon their self-deceiving, meaning- 
less political struggle in the common interest of Chinese unity under the prevailing 
political situation. 


He said that recent political developments, especially the desertion of the Gerakan 
and DAP leaders and members to the MCA, have shown that the ideal and aspiration of 
political solidarity among the Chinese people are sprouting up. 


Although outwardly, this year has been described by some observers as a chaotic 
political year for the Chinese, indications are that the Chinese political force is 
turning from disarray to solidarity. 


Datuk Lee made these remarks at a symposium organized by an MCA branch in Trengganu 
today. 


He said: “In politics we must be realistic. To fight for our legitimate rights, 
we must make a serious struggle through practical politics, and we must not ignore 
practical politics in order to achieve our political goal. 


“Under the cover of political realities, the political strength of the Chinese peo- 
ple during the past 10 years were made up of three components, represented by three 
political organizations, namelv, the MCA, the Gerakan and the DAP. However, although 
their membership are essentially of Chinese descent, the platforms of the Gerakan 

and the D P are contradictory, for they claim to fight for the interests of all 
Malaysians and they regard the UMNO [United Malays National Organization) as the 
main political pillar. 


"Recently internal dissensions occurred within the DAP and the Geraken; one of the 
reasons for this was that they believe the Chinese people must strive for solidarity 
by joining the MCA. 


"Their participation in the MCA proves one thing, that is, the ideals of MCA's 
political struggle constitute the only political way out and the current direction 
for guaranteeing the political interests of the next generations. 
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"The present political situation within the Chinese community may be likened to the 
object balle which are scattered on the pool table after being hit with a cue; it 
is in a estate of disarray. But now our leaders have begun to realize that these 
balls should be gathered together and rearranged to form a united whole. So we are 
now working toward solidarity, and this year is a turning point for solidarity, but 
not a ‘chaotic political year.' 


"When this Chinese political force moves toward unity and consolidation, it often 
happens that some people will try to sabotage it by hook or by crook. For instance, 
recently some people, including those of UMNO organization, tried to embarrass the 
leaders of our party by passing resolutions in two electoral districts calling for 
a reexamination of MCA's position in the National Front. 


"What is deplorable is that these resolutions were seconded by none other than the 
Geraken multiracial party which claims to struggle for the interests of the Chinese 
people. Whether this Gerakan party wants to obstruct the goal of Chinese political 
solidarity is a question worth the serious consideration by members of our party 
and the Chinese people as a whole. 


"As regards our economic future, one of the five projects promoted by our party, 
that is, the control of big industrial shares, is gaining the enthusiastic support 
of the Chinese community. The Chinese are now trying to set up a stronger new 
economic foundation and revising a firmer new economic structure to fight against 
future economic obstacles. The Chinese people are rallying around us by mustering 
the needed capital to adapt themselves to “he changing situation. Yet, at this 
very moment, Lim Keng Yaik, chairman of the Gerakan, has made an unreasonable accu- 
sation against our leadership, purporting that our economic effort would benefit 
only a few people. 


"Let me tell Dr Lim Keng Yaik here and now: Our effort to control shares concerns 
26,000 shareholders, of whom 2,000 are Malay shareholders. The largest sharehold- 
ers belong to the Plural Cooperative Society which has 92,000 members. We can say 
that out of the total 118,000 people, the overwhelming majority are common Chinese 
people and they all get benefits from our plan. So Lim Keng Yaik was being irre- 
sponsible when he said that only a few people profit by it. 


"On this score, the long-term plan of our party is to improve the economic position 
of the Chinese people. We will continue to carry out our movement in order to 
spread a huge economic net for the benefit of our compatriots.

[Text] In occupied Kashmir, a confrontation between Shaykh Muhammad Abdullah and 
the Indra Congress is in progress. After being politically defeated, the Indra 
Congress and the central government adopted different methods to paralyze the 
Abdullah government administratively, and the central government controlled some 
state employees and used thew for the attainment of ite objectives. All this was 
done to make the Abdullah government ineffective. 


Therefore, in the past several weeks of political events, the following are of 
importance: 


l--the journalists’ strike 

2--the question of minorities 

3--the police strike 

4--the fighting between shopkeepers and income tax officials 

5--the stealing of idols from temples and similar racial disturbances and other 
occurrences took place. 


As far as the matter of the income tax is concerned, Shaykh Abdullah says that the 
raids by the office of the Indian income tax are for political purposes and different 
tactics are being used to embarrass the people who support the National Conference. 
On the other hand, the Indian minister of the treasury has said in the senate that 

Dr Faruq Abdullah is involved in these disturbances. Both sides have refuted the 
allegations. Both the parties, the Indra Congress and the National Conference, 

are busy trying to discredit each other. The central government's attitude has 
become stronger against the Abdullah government; so it is said in the Indian press 
that an ultimate decision will be made abowt the Abdullah government after Indira 
Gandhi's return from her foreign tours. 


Shaykh Abdullah has comprehended this Indian attitude. He has started working to 
gain public support and is saying aloud that the destiny of Kashmir cannot bo 
changed with military might and the state of Jamu and Kashmir had joined Ind: a on 
matters of currency, defense and foreign affairs only. His gesture is towards the 
Indian constitution, clause 370, according to which the state is semi-autonomous 
in the framework of the Indian constitution. In one of his recent speeches, 








Shaykh Abdullah said that he is neither Bakhshi Ghulam Muhammad nor Mir Qasim, who 
couid be molded in any way. If the destiny of the Kashmiris is at empted to be 
changed, then bloodshed will result. Shaykh Abdullah also said that Mre Gandhi 
says that she granted us power, but she forgets that they bowed to our feet to save 
them. He said that they made a mistake by accepting their request. Two things 
became apparent from Abdullah's speech: 


1. he is not ready to listen to any of the central government's demands with which 
the distinction of the state is affected, and 


2. he made a mistake by making an agreement with Mre Indira Gandhi. 


As far as the first part is concerned, Shaykh Abdullah said that he is neither the 
late Bakhshi Ghulam Muhammad nor Mir Qasim. He means to say that during the regimes 
of both these politicians, India seized the internal autonomy of the state by using 
some of the clauses of the Indian constitution. 


Secondiy, if Shaykh Abdullah had not talked to Indira Gandhi and no agreement had 
taken place between Partha Sarthi and Mirza Afzal Baig, and Shaykh Abdullah had 
stood firm on his position and waited for some time, then it was possible that the 
Kashmir issue would have been resolved between India and Pakistan and according to 
the ‘Shimla Agreement’ India would talk to Pakistan on this matter. India's 
position was weak at that time, in the sense of Pakistan's insistence and Shaykh 
Abdullah's confrontation with the Indian Government. Shaykh Abdullah thought it 
reasonable to compromise with India, considering Pakistan weak after the fall of 
Dacca. Actually at that time, he could not judge that Pakistan, with the grace 
of God, would regain its position. Now he feels he made a mistake by compromising 
with Mrs Indira Gandhi although he has already been fooled by her father. 


It is true that at this time too Shaykh Muhammad Abdullah and his party, the 
National Conference, have a stronghold in the state and he has placed the responsi- 
bility of leadership on the shoulders of his young son, Dr Faruq Abdullah. But the 
sad thing is that dissention in the Shaykh Abdullah family has taken place and his 
son-in-law, a well-known politician, G M Shah, who is the minister of construction 
in the cabinet, has resigned. He has said that Shaykh Abdullah nominated his own 
son as president of the National Conference whereas from the point of view regarding 
eligibility and qualifications, Shah is more qualitied than Faruq Abdullah. 
According to the STRINAGAR TIMES, Mrs Abdullah had tried to stop G M Shah from 
resigning and she could not succeed. Nevertheless, Mr Shah still goes to the office 
but he does not ta k to Dr Faruq Abdullah. It is just possible that India may 

have compromised w th C M Shah as it had compromised with Bakhshi Ghulam Muhammad, 
who was a strong supporter of Shaykh Abdullah's leadership. The thing that came 
into the picture in all this struggle is Dr Farugq Abdullah's way of politics. At 
one place he says that the National Conference would not accept the instructions 
from New Delhi and will work according to the requirements and conditions of the 
state. On the other hand, he says that there is no ideological difference between 
the Indra Congress and National Conference; both parties believe in democracy and 
socialism. 
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Dr Faruq says that: 


1. compromising with Mre Gandhi started when in 1977 the Congress lost its power 
in the center and we won the elections whereas the Indra Congress lost 


2. relations between the center and the state are under the Indian constitution, 
clause 370 


3. under the central laws that were imposed in 1953 during the Bakhehi : ime, 
only the populace can make a decision about them and whether or not those .aws are 
proving helpful in established relations with the center is questionable. 


Actually India wants to bring the Indra Congress into power in the state to elimi- 
nate ite distinct characteristics while the Abdullah government is against that 
and it wants to terminate the laws which the center imposed on the state in 1953 
after the dismissal of the Shaykh Abdullah government and his arrest; this means 
that Shaykh Abdullah wants to make his state internally and totally liberated and 
autonomous which in no way is acceptable to India. 


The face of politics in South Asia has changed, and the state of Kashmir, because 
of its geographic position is very important, therefore India wants to totally 
terminate this state government and establish a government of ite own desires so 
that it can use the state for its own gains. India thinks that Pakistan's present 
policy is peaceful and it does not want a confrontation with India for the extended 
interests of the region. Therefore, India wants to take advantage of this lenient 
policy and that is to completely merge Jamu and Kashmir with India. Though Pakistan 
wants peaceful relations with India it cannot overlook matters concerning the 

state. Before Pakistan voiced a complaint regarding this, the Abdullah government 
itself and the Indra government had clashed.

PAKISTANI HIJACKERS’ ENVOYS ARRESTED

[Text] Karachi, 24 May (staff reporter/PPI)--Police today arrested two envoys of 
the Pakistani hijackers who had hijacked a PIA plane last March. They are 
believed to have brought with them a secret message from the 24 Pakistani 
prisoners released from jail and now living in Kabul; they contacted the family -* 
one of the three hijackers in Karachi. It is believed that the hijackers have 
sent some special message to their relatives. It is also said that some of the 
prisoners released from the prisons in return for freeing the hostages and plane 
have secretly entered Pakistan and the Pakistani police are searching for them. 

In this respect, the friends and relatives of the hijackers and those who secretly 
returned to the country are under arrest and are being interrogated. The 
administration had received reliable information about Manzar Alam and his 
associates who wece involved in setting a bus on fire and being sent to Syria at 
the demand of the hijackers. These people have secretly returned to Pakistan, and 
Manzar Alam was staying at the Jagirdar Hotel whereas his other friends are hiding 
in different places. The police raided Jagirdar Hotel but did not find Manzar 
Alam. The police are taking strict measures to seek their arrest and neutralize 
their purpose of visiting Pakistan. It is said that the accused are living in the 
city under forged names and are well-prepared for disruptive activities. They 
came separately from Afghanistan with Afghan refugees. It is also said that 
arrangements are being made to deliver arms to them so that they can carry out 
subversive activities.
